DETAILED ACTION 

1. In Applicant's CLAIM AMENDMENTS, mailed 11/13/2007, claims 36-37 were 
omitted. For purposes of examination, Examiner is considering omission of 
claims 36-37 as a clerical error. Claims 36-37 are being considered by 
Examiner. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-25, drawn to a method, system and apparatus (object-oriented 
messaging), classified in class 719, subclass 315. 

II. Claims 26-37, drawn to a method, system and apparatus (computer-to- 
computer protocol implementing), classified in class 709, subclass 230. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap 
in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has 
separate utility such as a computer-based subscriber client application using 
Session Initiation Protocol (SIP) which subscribes to a topic, where the 
subscription is managed by a messaging server. A publisher application then 
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publishes messages to the topic by sending them to the messaging server, which 
then sends the messages to subscriber clients that subscribed to that topic. 
Such topics might include, for example, basketball, with basketball articles and 
game scores being published to the topic and sent to its subscribers. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

5. The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently 
found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104.
